Washington, Feb. 27—The battle- 
scarred tax reduction bill, cut and 
fc* slashed so badly by the Democrats, 
the Republicans are ready to 
dis­ 
claim any responsibility for the leg­ 
islation, will be brought to a final 
vote in the house, on Friday under 
plans perfected today by the ways 
and means committee. 
Participants in the tax fight had 
a breathing spell today while con­ 
gress paid its full measure of respect 
to the memory of the late President 
Harding, but the battle 
will

again tomorrow. 
Republican leader Longworth was 
still hopeful that a sufficient num­ 
ber of Republican Insurgents could 
be won over to his compromise plan 
of 37 * per cent maximum surtax, 2 
per cent on incomes to $4,000 and 6 
per cent on 
incomes ' of 
between 
$4,000 and $10,000, to substitute It 
for the Garner plan which has been 
written Into the bill. The Longworth 
plan more nearly conforms to 
the 
Mellon plan than that in the bill and 
its substitution would enable the Re­ 
publicans to claim the legislation. 
He has learned that Representa­ 
tive Woodruff, Michigan, one of the 
Insurgents has declared intention to 
sw itch from the Garner to the Long- 
worth plan, and other Insurgents are 
said to be wavering. In order to win 
Longworth most break into the W is­ 
consin delegation, led by Represen­ 
tatives Frear and Nelson and this 
delegation has stood solidly behind !

B E LIEV E EX PER TS W ILL SAY GERM ANY 
CAN PAY A N D SHOULD PAY 


As the time draws near for some sort of showdown on the 
German reparations issue signs and portents begin to appear. 
The Dawes committee, which lias so far worked in comparative 
secrecy, is about to make its report. Naturally, there is specula­ 
tion with regard to the “recommendations'’ that are to be sub- j 
mitted not only to the Reparations Commission and the Govern-, 
■ments involved but also to a more or less candid world. 
Two of these forecasts are of more than passing interest. One j 
is that the members of the inquiry board are convinced, after sur­ 
veying the situation in Berlin, that Germany can pay the total 
amount demanded by the Allies. The German government has not 
been collecting taxes. If Germans are taxed as heavily as French-1 
men or Englishmen, as has time and again been demonstrated, the 
obligation of 132,000,000,000 gold marks can be met within the 
stipulated period of forty years. 
Once this point is established and stamped with the approval 
of the committee of experts matters will be considerably simpli­ 
fied. 
The know-it-all brethren and the German propagandists 
have for years, day in and day out, been hammering upon this one 
nail. 
“Astronomical figures,” “impossible indemnities,” “ridicu­ 
lous, ruinous, monstrous reparations,” were only a few of their 
favorite expressions. By dint of mere repetition, they managed , 
to gain wide circulation and considerable acceptance of their view­ 
point. 
The reason for the belief that Germany can shoulder the bur- 
den lends itself to no such picturesque apd dramatic exposition. 
Germany has no national debt, and therefore no sinking-fund and 
interest charges to meet. 
Make reparations her national debt, 
with annual charges of $825,000,000 a year. 
Tax Germans no 
higher than Frenchmen are taxed for the same purpose and much 
lower than Englishmen, and the necessary amount is provided. 
That is all there is to it. 
It would never have been possible to force Germany to assume 
this debt had France not taken the role of sheriff and occupied 
the Ruhr region. 
Germany was prospering under a policy of 
evasion. 
Berlin was receiving from the outside encouragement 
enough to convince the authorities they could persist in such a 
course. 
Under pressure from France, the policy had to be abandoned. 
Men who believed that Germany would have to submit, that it 
would be cheaper in the end for Germany to submit, were placed 
in the high places of German politics and governmental finance. 
Gradually the “wrill to pay” came into being. 
Can the pressure now be removed and Germany still held to 
that “will to pay”? That is the second interesting point that is 
receiving attention during these days preceding the Dawes report. 
As economists, the reparation experts hold that Germany must 
be considered as a unit; that the occupied territory must be lump­ 
ed in with the rest of Germany in any comprehensive scheme for 
payment. 
The French naturally do not trust Germany. They must re­ 
ceive unquestionable guarantees that Germany will not fall from 
grace once the army is withdrawn. The financial life of France 
depends vitally upon payments from Germany for reconstruction 
of the deastated regions. 
A decision by the Dawes committee that Germany can pay 
the reparations demanded will be a sound one. If an equally sound 
decision to guarantee payments is reached, the French can with­ 
draw from the Ruhr. Any other terms wrould be unacceptable to 
France and the world.—Public Ledger.
